[Text] The government has decided to conduct campaigns, renovate administra- 
tive systems and launch crackdowns simultaneously for an effective performance 
of the moral reform drive. 


The campaigns will be sponsored by the social] purification panels organized 
at various levels of offices as well as by social organizations. They will 
be given active supports by the government, according to a detailed plan an- 
nounced by the social purification commission yesterday. 


The government hopes to have leaders in various social strata take the lead 
in the drive so that it can be spread over every aspect of the country. 


The detailed plan gives guidelines for the conduct of nine major projects to 
be undertaken for the moral reform drive. 


A “campaign consultation conference” will be held with the participation of 
% major organizations to discuss the conduct of various campaigns. 


Government ministries will work out their respective programs to implement 
policies in accordance with the moral reform drive. 


The Economic Planning Board (EPB) will produce plans to protect consumers 

and ensure fair trading and transactions while the Ministry of Home Affairs 
will work out effective ways and means of cracking down on criminals and vio- 
lators of social order and discipline. 


Projects to be undertaken by pertinent ministries include the establishment 
of traffic order, expulsion of substandard industrial products, reduction of 
energy consumption, observance of simplified family rituals, improvement of 
dietary pattern, establishment of order at athletic stadiums and gymasiums. 


The nine major subjects and their implementation plans are: 


Honesty--a new view of value will be established and expanded, government 
pledges and policies will be carried out thoroughly. A campaign will be con- 
ducted to expel the tendency of mistrust. 








Public order--emphasis will be placed on the establishment of street order 

by encouraging pedestrians to stop jaywalling and stressing defensive driving 
and observing traffic regulations. Rallies will be held to this end at cities 
by the end of June. Pleasant environments will be created at sites of tourist 
interest by wiping out decadent practices. Citizens will be encouraged to 
join the campaign to collect waste articles in May. 


Creativity--Korea's beautiful traditions will be revived by encouraging famil- 
ies to have family precepts or mottos and increasing sense of respect for 
teachers. Classes for etiquette will be conducted at schools and worksites. 
Writing letters to parents in the countryside will be encouraged. 


Responsibility--offices of public servants will be simply furnished. Tele- 
phones should be answered in a kind manner. People will be advised to go home 
Straight after their work each day. Easy-going attitude among public servants 
will be eliminatec. 


Duty--campaigns will be launched to establish sound vocational ethics for 
those engaged particularly in the medical field, legal profession, journalism 
and the educational field. 


Propriety--family rituals such as wedding ceremonies will be simplified. Con- 
suming domestic products will be promoted. Also encouraged will be living 

a frugal life. Campaigns will be conducted to discourage tipping, gambling 
and encourage going Dutch. 


Sense of being masters--consumer protection organizations will hold exhibitions 
of bad commodities. Measures will be worked out to adequately protect those 
who report substandard products. 


National solidarity--people will be encouraged to be more friendly with their 
neighbors and help needy people. 


Home education--women's organizations will be advised to actively take part 
in campaigns designed to economize on the conuumption of energy, to report 
low-quality products and to use domestic goods. Home education for children 
will be strengthened.

[Text] An Mu-hyok, chairman of the Social Purification Commission, warned 
yesterday that heads of offices and organizations who lack in a strony sense 
of responsibility toward the social renovation campaign or show inadequate 
renovative efforts will inevitably be purfied by others," saying that there 
will be no exceptions in the course of the campaign. 


The government will not tolerate or allow inept public servants to remain in 
the government, he added in a news conference. 


Announcing the basic directives for the moral reform drive, he pledged to do 
his level best in eliminating the negative elements in the way of implement- 
ing the nine major projects for the reforn. 


The nine projects adopted in a meeting of law-enforcement officials last week 
call for the promotion or maintenance of honesty, social order, creativity, 
responsibility, duty, discretion, sense of being masters of the nation, na- 
tional solidarity and family education. 


He said that spiritual education will be shored up for all public servants in 
a bid to oust deep-rooted irregularities still in officialdom, and to create 
the climate in which officials will work with a sense of conviction and re- 
sponsibility. 


He made it clear that officials who indulge in unfair dealings with enter- 
prises or profit-making organizations, take bribes from civil petitioners, 
disrupt administrative order through influence-buying, and are guilty of 
profligate manners, will be removed from government service. 


Not only corrrupt or inept officials but undedicated and irresponsible public 
servants without conyiction and belief will also be relieved of their posts, 
An stated. 


He also pledged that the government will eliminate all officials whe do not 
put the needs of the people first and are caught using their powers of office 
over people unjustly. 














The government will exert "extraordinary efforts" in carrying out the reform 
efforts in such areas as taxation, police, financing, license or permission 
affairs, construction and public sanitation, he went on to say, describing 
the fields as "relatively vulnerable" sections. 


The committee will establish a "window for corruption report," he added. 


He also remarked that the government is scheduled to promote a social atmo- 
sphere in which corruption offenders will be severely punished, while the 
honest and decent will be rewarded. 


President efforts will be made to eradicate such chronic social evils as 
factionalism, fraud, decadence and extortion, An said. 


If there are public servants who regard the reform drive as a short-lived one 
and expect the drive will weaken in the course of time, they are victims of 
self deception and would do best to take part in the national efforts to 
achieve moral reform, he said. 


Meanwhile, the purification commission relayed a guideline which stipulates 
that ministries and agencies establish implementing schedules on their own 
and report them to the commission by next Wednesday. 


The commission also told the ministries to form a watchdog task force to be 
headed by directors of the office of planning and management.

The sources, who wanted to remain anonymous, questioned if it was right for 
persons in clerical positions to advocate such an act of terrorism, noting 
that the incident caused one death and injuries to innocent people. 


Particularly, theycited the recent Vatican declaration against activities of 
Catholic priests in support of any specific political ideology. 


As for the case of Rev Choe Ki-sik of Wonju diocese accused of having harbored 

persons involved in the Pusan arson, including Kim Hyon-chang, and Mun Pu-sik, 

the sources said no clergymen could justifiably protect such criminal offenders 
with knowledge of their acts. 


The request for the recall of the U.S. Ambassador in Korea and the commander of 
the U.S. forces in Korea, contained in the group's statement, "no doubt went 
beyond the proper realm of religion," they said. 


"It was like seeking to have a U.S. ambassador or a military commander un- 
favorable to them removed from here and wishing to have others supporting 
their activities assigned here," they commented. 


The sources noted "tints of flunkeyism" in the statement which said in part 
that the United States had allegedly lost the trust of Koreans for having 
"tolerated" government actions in the Kwandju incident in 1980. 


They pointed out some likeness between the group's position and past activi- 
ties of religious people in South Vietnam in the waning days of the republic 
when they sided with the communists in efforts to drive the Americans out 

of their country.

OVER $32 MILLION IN FOREIGN INVESTMENTS APPROVED 
SK200155 Seoul THE KOREA HERALD in English 20 Apr 82 p 3 


[Text] A combined total of $32,852,000 worth of foreign investment projects 
in Korea has been recently approved, mostly for joint ventures with local 
concerns in such areas as chemicals, food processing, lubricants, precious 
metal products and services. 


The approval was given yesterday by the foreign capital project review commit- 
tee, a decision-making body in this area, comprised of related government 
officials of director-general level. 


Along with this, the Ministry of Finance, to which the committee belongs, 
announced that seven foreign borrowing projects totaling $107,577,000 have 
been given the official go-ahead. Four otherloan plans in the amount of 
$733.9 million got preliminary approval from the committee. 


Among the seven loan projects formally approved, the biggest is $45 million, 
which will be provided by the Bank of America for helping finance the normal 
operation of Korea heavy industries construction company. 


The loan due for the state-run Korea Electric Power Corporation's subsidiary 
is reportedly the first part of a $109 million package loan with the U.S. bank. 
It has been learned that the committee will soon take action on the disperse- 
ment of the remainder $64 million as well. 


The government has long been opposed to cash loans like the one integrated 
machinery maker now pursues. 


The approved part of the loan, repayable over the five years after three- 
year grace, carries interest floated at 0.675-0.75 percent above. the London 
Interbank offered rate. 


Some of the loans formally approved are $11,144,000 from Marubeni Corp of Japan 
to Korea Electric Power Corporation; $2,866,000 from Chase Bank AG of West 
Germany to Korea Steel Pipe Co; and $495,000 from Fonderies Magotteaux S.A. 

of Belgium to Hyundai Cement Co. 











In the direct-investment area, the Dow Chemical Co of the United States is to 
invest an additional $30 million here for the production of chlorine (210,000 
metric tons per year) and caustic soda (227,000 metric tons per year). Dow 
Chemical Korea, currently in operation here, is owned 100 percent by the U.S. 
company and the additional investment is designed to expand its production 
capacity. 


Another U.S. company, Applied Magnetics Corp, will also invest $600,000 for 
the manufacturing of computer-use magnetic tape head (1,920,000 units per year). 


From some of the approved joint ventures with local partners, BBC Brown Boveri 


Co of Switzerland will furnish $9.8 million or 49 percent of the total equity 
interest and Kun So Food Inc of the United States, $1,550,000 or 70 percent.

GOVERNMENT WILL NOT INCREASE CAPITAL SUPPLY

[Text] The government will not increase capital supply, which is prone to 
fuel inflation. 


Deputy Premier and Economic Planning Mnister Kim Chun-song confirmed this 
policy in answer to recommendations by the Federation of Korean Industries 
(FKI), on the ways of increasing domestic demand. 


The economic forum made the reommendations when its chairman Chong Chu-yong 
and other high rankers called on the EPB chief, Finance Minister Na Ung-pae 
and Commerce-Industry Minister So Sok-chun, respectively, yesterday. 


"The government is taking multilateral measures to enhance the flagging econ- 
omy. But due to the structural problems facing Korean industry, our tools to 
treat the iliness are limited," Kim was quoted as saying. 


In this connection, he virtually turned down the federation's other requests 
including the invigoration of the housing industry and the improvement of farm 
and sea products’ distribution channels. 


"In case we release liquidity, we should no longer do it in the same ways as 
we did in the past,” he said. 


The nation's top economic administrator said that the next capital release 
would be centered on small and medium-sized industries. 


"Supposing the government expands the capital supply, it would not effectively 
stimulate the national economy, because it is certain that enterprises would 
use it to repay their debts instead of spending it on new investments and 
operation.” 


Kim pointed to the deformed serialization of local industries explaining why 
the government intended to give favors to small industries in extending fin- 
ancial support. 


"In advanced countries, the capital extended to big industries smoothly spreads 
to small industries. But the case is quite different in the Korean business 
climate,” the EPB chief added.

"The economic pain is not suffered by Korea alone. Other countries including 
such advanced countries as the United States are in serious econom‘c trouble," 
he pointed out. 


He warned against the revival of speculative investment if the government re- 
duced capital gains taxes. 


"I don't think that the present tax system limits endusers’ housing possession. 
Other countries including the United States, Japan impose heavier taxes on 
extra house sales,” Kim noted. 


Meanwhile, the finance minister said in a meeting with the business leaders 
the government would adopt a flexible policy to cope with fund shortages aris- 
ing from the economic slump. 


Recently, savings deposits increased and a penny-wise savings campaign was 
in full swing. The savings-oriented [word illegible] decreased domestic 
demand, brought about an economic slump and increased inventories, resulting 
in shortages of funds, the minister pointed out. 


Na said the won-dollar exchange rates would be stabilized soon as the U.S. 
dollar was expected to fail to maintain its present strength. 


The FKI recommended that the government equalize the <clistribution of financing 
among industries and expand financing support to enterprises producing commo- 
dities for the domestic market. 


The FKI urged that the government increase the amount of currency in circula- 
tion to the extent that its increase would not cause hikes in commodity price. 


In the recommendations, the FKI pointed out that the financial status of dome: -ic- 


demand industries was declining due to the expansion of export support finan- 
cing, causing unbalanced growth among industries.

SIGNS OF ECONOMIC RECOVERY VISIBLE

[Text] Seoul, 16 Apr (YONHAP)--The Korean economy showed signs of recovery 
in industrial output and the delivery of manufactured goods in the second month 
of this year, but the upsurge was still far from full~fledged revitalization, 
a top economic official said Friday. 


Despite the slight pickup in the object-economy, the composite business index 
in February dropped 0.3 percentage points from January's level, continuing 
its five-month decline, Deputy Premier-Economic Planning Minister Kim Chun- 
song reported to President Chon Tu-hwan during a monthly economic briefing 
session presided over by the president at the Economic Planning Board. 


The delayed economic recovery was attributed to declining orders for exports 
and industrial facilities such as machinery, and the sluggish domestic con- 
struction market, Kim said. 


Although industrial and commercial construction permits granted in February 
increased by 2.4 and 9.1 percent, respectively, housing construction permits 
dropped by 18.2 percent, causing an overall decline of 2.8—percent im all 
construction permits, according to Kim. 


Due to seasonal factors such as the payment of corporate taxes and the govern- 
ment's currency withdrawal policy, defaulted commercial bills rose from Feb- 
ruary's 0.07 percent to 0.09 percent in March, reflecting the acute cash 
shortage currently facing enterprises. 


The across-the-board economic performance, however, showed improvement with 


an improved international payments position, a curbing of the increase rate 
of the total money supply and the stabilization of commodity prices.

CHON TOLD BUSINESS SLUMP CONTINUES

[Text] Business conditions have stayed in a slump despite the stabilization 
of prices and the improvement in the international balance of payments. 


Deputy Premier and Economic Planning Minister Kim Chun-song diagnosed the 
health of the national economy in a monthly briefing session for President 
Chon Tu-hwan yesterday. 


Bitten by the sinking operation rates of manufacturing industries, the coin- 
ciding composite index lost 0.3 percent in March from the previous month, 
Kim reported. 


Moreover, the March leading indicators marched back by 0.7 percent, throwing 
cold water on the expectation of an “economic spring." 


Leading indicators are barometers forecasting the business climate two or 
three months ahead. 


The nation's top economic administrator based the chilly outlook on such de- 
velopments as the continuous decline in LCS (letters of credit) arrivals 
and sluggish construction activities. 


Kim reported the deficit in the nation's outstanding budgetary account shrank 


to 205 billion won as of March 31 from 344.4 billion won marked a year earlier. 


The decrease was due to the belt-tightening fiscal policy despite inactive 
collection of taxes. 


Domestic tax collection, according to Kim's report, amounted to 1,048.2 bil- 
lion won during January-March, representing 18 percent of the projected tar- 
get for this year. 


The percentage was down 3.1 percent from 21.1 percent registered in the cor- 
responding period of last year. The EPB chief pointed out, however, that the 
drive to stabilize prices had gained further stean. 


Wholesale and consumer prices in the year's first three months, the EPB chief 
elaborated, scored gentle 1.4 percent and 2 percent increases, respectively, 
over December 31 last year. 
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As against the same period of last year, the January-March wholesale and con- 
sumer prices were up 9.8 percent and 9.6 percent, respectively. 


Amid price stabilization, the financial supply situation has worsened with 
curb market interest rates rising and dishonored check issuance rates soaring, 
according to Kim's report to the chief executive. 


Illustratively, the report said that interest rates on curb loans had moved 
up to 2.3-2.4 percent in March compared with 2.1-2.2 percent in the preceding 
month. 


The international balance of payments, according to Kim, has improved con- 
siderably thanks to decreased import bills, bolstered by stable raw material 
prices. 


The report showed that the red ink in the current account had declined to 


$441 million compared with $1,306 million registered in the like period of 
last year. 


High interest rates on the international market, Kim pointed out, had eclipsed 
the progressive performance in the invisible trade sector including construc- 
tion exports. 


Illustratively, the non-trade account suffered a $148 million deficit in 
March alcene, he reported. 


The export increase rate has continued to dip since last November. 


Korean export increases in the year's first three months, Kim noted, reached 
only 5.7 percent over the same period of last year. 


The percentage compares with 6.1 percent in Taiwan, 1.5 percent in Japan, 
2.3 percent in Singapore and 2.7 percent in Hong Kong. 


Foreign exchange holdings as of March 31 stood at $6,249 million, almost 
the same level as one year before.

GNP EXPECTED TO INCREASE-—-Seoul, 15 Apr (YONHAP)-—-Korea is expected to exper- 
lence a 6.1 percent rise in its Gross National Product (GNP) this year, which 
will be characterized by stabilized commodity prices and an improved inter- 
national payments position, the Korea Development Institute (KDI) said Thurs- 
day.

ECONOMY SLUGGISH, EXPORT SECTOR WEAK--Seoul, 13 Apr (YONHAP)--The Korean 
economy began to show signs of slow recovery in March but no full-fledged 
business boom is expected in April, according to a report on the monthly 
activities of major industries released Tuesday by the Federation of Korean 
Industries (FKI). The report showed the composite business index in March 
stood at 92 points, 1.5 points higher than the previous month, due largely 

to a 2.6-point rise in industrial output, a 2.2-point gain in domestic demand 
and a 1.4-point drop in inventories. The composite business index is fore- 
cast to reach 92.7 points in April, 0.7 points over March's level, because de- 
mand for housing construction, soft drinks, steel, electronic products and 
machinery is expected to increase slightly due to seasonal factors. The slow 
business recovery ic attributable to sluggish exports caused by diminishing 
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demand in world markets, protectionist policies in foreign countries, and the 
weakening international competitiveness of Korean products. The arrivals of 
export letters of credit, which have been falling in amount since last Octo- 
ber, dropped by 7.9 percent in March compared with the same period last year, 
.ndicating that no sharp business jump would occur in April, the FKI report 
said.

FIRMS REDUCE OPERATIONS--Many small- and medium-sized companies have turned out 
to be cutting down the operation hours of their factories and to be closing 
their doors due to financial difficulties and lackluster sales performance 
caused by the lingering business slump. According to the Korea Federation 
of Small Businesses [KFSB] yesterday, companies, which reduced their operation 
hours in February, numbered 3,076 or 20.3 percent of the total 15,176 small- 
sized companies surveyed. The number of companies which suspended business 
operations reached 568 or 3.7 percent of the total small companies surveyed 
and a total of 45 small companies including 25 companies in February turned 
out to have quit business this year. In February, the number of companies in 
normal operation stood at 11,507 or 75.8 percent of the total companies sur- 
veyed. The normal operation rate in February this year is up 0.4 percentage 
point over last January's 75.4 percent and down 0.9 percentage point from 
76.7 percent in December last year, respectively. More than 50 percent of 

the companies surveyed said that the financial pinch and the lackluster sales 
performance caused such an operation curtailment of small companies, reflect- 
ing a decresse in demand on the domestic market.

FOREIGN INVESTMENTS INCREASED--Seoul, 14 Apr (YONHAP)--Foreign investments in 
Korea are rising, reflecting the government's liberalization policy and the 
country's economic stabilization. A government report released Wednesday 
showed that foreign investments in the first three months of this year reached 
18.9 million U.S. dollars in 13 projects on an approval basis, double the 
amount registered in the same period last year. In addition, foreign invest- 
ment projects now under deliberation total 63.6 million dollars in 14 projects. 
An increasingly large number of foreign investors are showing interest in the 
country's medical, food and service industries. Medical projects represented 
the largest portion of foreign investment with 22.9 percent or 4.4 million dol- 
lars. Investment sources became more diversified as the number of foreign 
investors from Britain, West Germany, the Netherlands and Switzerland increased 
conspicuously, according to the report. In order to attract as mich foreign 
investment to Korea as possible, the government is planning to extend the 
number of domestic business areas in which foreigners can invest from the cur- 
reat 427 to 700 beginning in July.

ROK, SOLOMON ISLANDS RENEW FISHERY AGREEMENT

[Text] Korea and the Solomon Islands yesterday renewed a fishery agreement, 
which ended January 11 this year, to pave the way for furthering the fishery 
cooperation between the two nations. 


The renewed agreement, which will be in effect through January 11 next year, 
was signed yesterday between Hwang Chong-yun, chairman of the Korea Deep Sea 
Fisheries Association (KSDFA) and P. Salaka, visiting minister of land, en- 
ergy and natural resources of the Solomon Islands at the world trade cen- 
ter Korea building. 


Minister Salaka came here Monday for a five-day visit at the invitation of 
Kim Chong-su, administrator of the National Fisheries Administration (NFA). 


Under the bilateral fishery agreement, the Solomon Islands will allow Korean 
fishing boats to catch up to 1,300 tons of tuna fish this year in its 200-mile 
economic fishing zone. 


Last year, Korean fishing vessels were permitted to catch 1,500 tons of tuna 
fish in the waters off the South-Western Pacific country, but, caught only 
792 tons. 


In return for fishing for tuna there, the Korean Government will pay a 
$130,000 fishing access fee to the Solomon Islands this year. 


The Solomons proclaimed their 200-nautical mile exclusive economic zone in 
1978 in which the state has the right to exploit all living and nonliving 
resources. 


The nation signed a government-level fishcry agreement with the Solomon Islands 
in May 1980, and the bilateral fishery accord is subjected to annual renewal. 


The Solomon Islands, which was liberated from England in 1978, is a group of 
volcanic islands with a combined area of about 11,500 square miles in the 
South-Western Pacific. 


While here, Salaka is scheduled to tour such port cities as Pusan and Chungmu.

JAPANESE EFFORTS TO CORRECT LOPSIDED TRADE URGED

[Text] Last week the Japanese had a rare state guest in the person of French 
President Francois Mitterrand, the first head of state from Paris ever to 
visit their country in the history of bilateral relations for more than a 
century. 


His visit obviously prompted an air of exhilaration. But the Japanese at the 
Same time should have sensed how great is the impact of their lingering trade 
friction with major partners, France included. 


Despite all the cordiality and pompousness displayed, it was reported that 
the French president was shrewd enough to mount a "political blitz" against 
the host government, asking it to expedite effective action to curb its trade 
surplus or face political isolation. 


Indeed Mr Mitterrand, who will host a summit of seven Western industrialized 
powers including Japan in June, was acting not only for his nation but appar- 
ently on behalf of the ten-nation European community, which suffered a gross 
deficit amounting to $12 billion in trade with Japan last year. 


Probably more formidable complaints and pressure are from the United States 
which, flooded by Japanese goods ranging from automobiles to electronic items, 
saw its trade imbalance worsen last year to mark $16 billion in the red, a 
figure up 50 percent from the previous year's and feared to reach $20 billion 
this year if it is left unchecked. 


Through a series of bilateral and multilateral negotiations, the U.S. and 
West European nations have strongly demanded swift Japanese action to correct 
the aggravating trade pattern, warning that otherwise they would have to 
resort to rigid protectionism against Japanese exports, which would also have 
political bearing on Japan's standing in the world community. 


For one thing, already afoot in the U.S. Congress are various moves to effect 
legislative steps against the inundation of Japanese goods, which has been 
blamed as contributing to the American business slump in some sectors and 
the consequent rise in unemployment. 
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In the face of these backlashes, the Japanese Government has adopted a pack- 
age of measures including the easing or removing of 67 nontariff import bar- 
riers last January, an action ostensibly aimed at opening its market to im 
ports mainly from the U.S. and West Europe and thus lessening trade frictions. 


Nonetheless, the steps so far taken fell quite short of overseas expectations, 
giving rise to a suspicion as to whether they merely made up "disguised pro- 
tectionism" in view of a host of both visible and invisible labyrinthine bar- 
riers still in force against imports of foreign goods to Japan. 


A notable trait of the on-going trade friction is that Japan appears to be 
engrossed in its deals with the U.S. and European community nations--a de- 
velopment which in a sense is understandable because of the stake involved in 
terms of the huge volume of its trade with the advanced countries, which in 
turn exercise mighty political influence. 


For all that, what about similar trade problems Japan has with other nations, 
a situation which forced Taiwan to retaliate by imposing a partial import 
ban on Japanese goods last February? 


Korea, for one, has been stricken with a chronic trade imbalance with an 
aggregated deficit running to $22 billion in the 16 years since 1966. Last 
year alone, the figure in the red reached $2.9 billion, registering an ad- 
verse balance of two of one. 


Despite their lip services to a remedy, including the dispatch of a few pur- 
chasing teams to Korea, the Japanese have failed to open up their market to 
Korean products under the grace of rigid import barriers. 


Such a situation calls for prompt and sustained efforts by the Japanese to cor- 
rect the lop-sided trade, at least in proportion to the degree being paid to 
advanced countries. Furthermore, it should be fully reflected in managing 

the issue of boosted economic cooperation, now pending between the two neigh- 
boring nations.

HEAVY INDUSTRY EXPORTS--Seoul, 16 Apr (YONHAP)--Despite the overall sluggish- 
ness of South Korean exports, a sharp rise is expected in the country's credit 
exports of heavy industry equipment such as ships and industrial plants, in- 
dustry sources reported Friday.
